In  order  to  compare  this  rate  with  the  birth  rate  for  the  whole  country, 
the  Registrar-General  has  given  a  comparability  factor  for  the  area  which 
is  1.11.

The  death  rate  comparability  factor  for  the  district  is  0.87.  When  the 
“crude”  death  rate  is  multiplied  by  this  factor  the  result  is  the  standard 
death  rate,  which  is  a  rate  comparable  with  the  rate  for  the  whole  of  the 
country.  The  standard  death  rate  was  thus  12.4x0.87,  which  is  10.8  per 
thousand  population,  that  for  the  whole  of  the  country  being  1 1 .6.

Illegitimate  Births. 

There  were  31  Illegitimate  births  assigned  to  the  District  in  1950 
(18  males,  13  females).  Of  this  total,  2  were  stillbirths. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday 
was  5  males  and  6  females. 

One  death  was  attributed  to  pregnancy,  child-birth  or  abortion,  and 
in  this  particular  case,  death  was  due  to  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Northampton,  examines 
material  submitted  by  general  practitioners  in  the  Area,  and  also  carries 
out  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water  and  other  samples  submitted 
from  this  district  by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 

It  also  carries  out  all  examinations  of  milk  samples  by  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  supplies  and  presumptive  B.Coli  tests 
are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Cambridge. 

(b)  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin. 

A  supply  of  anti-toxin  is  kept  at  the  Council  Offices  at  Oundle  and 
Thrapston,  the  Rushden  Sanatorium,  Doddington  Road  Hospital  Wel¬ 
lingborough,  and  Thrapston  Police  Station.

Reciprocal  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Kesteven  County 
Council  to  supply  from  Stamford  the  villages  of  Easton-on-the-Hill, 
Collyweston  and  Duddington. 

Ambulances  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases  during  1950 
were  stationed  at  Harborough  Road  Hospital,  Northampton. 

The  Northampton  Isolation  Hospital  is  now  the  only  one  remaining 
open  to  serve  this  area,  but  an  arrangement  is  in  force  whereby  the  Peter¬ 
borough  Ambulance  serves  the  Northern  Parishes. 

(e)  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  July  5th,  1948, 
confers  on  all  Sanitary  Authorities  the  power  to  remove  to  a  suitable 
hospital  or  other  place,  persons  who  : — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being  aged,  infirm 

or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  ; 
and 

( b )  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 

other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

No  formal  action  under  this  Act  was  required  to  be  taken  during  the 
year  1950. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  Act,  the  Council  are  responsible  for  the  burial 
of  persons,  where  no  other  arrangements  have  been  made.  Two  such 
cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Regional  No.  1  Scheme  at  Woodford  now  supplies  15  parishes 
with  main  water,  and  the  No.  2  Scheme  at  Barnwell  supplies  11  parishes. 
Brigstock  is  supplied  from  a  well  in  the  parish.  I  he  villages  of  Islip, 
Lowick,  Benefield,  Apethorpe,  King’s  Cliffe  and  Ashton  have  non-public 
supplies. 

A  new  scheme  is  at  present  under  construction  to  provide  main  water 
at  Cotterstock  (102),  Fotheringhay  (184),  Glapthorn  (252),  Nassington 
(522),  Southwick  (161),  Tansor  (144),  Woodnewton  (236),  and  Yarwell 
(212).  Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  construction  of  further  schemes 
in  the  villages  of  Slipton,  Lowick,  Sudborough,  Benefield  and  Dudding¬ 
ton. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Council  towards  pro¬ 
viding  main  water  supplies  for  every  parish  in  the  district. 
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The  Council  are  ensuring  that,  where  new  mains  are  laid,  every 
occupied  dwelling  without  a  satisfactory  water  supply,  and  to  which  the 
main  is  available,  shall  connect  to  the  main  supply. 

During  the  year  1 1 1  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  chem  ical 
and  bacteriological  examination.

Sewerage. 

The  new  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  works  commenced  at  King’s 
Cliffe  last  year  were  not  in  operation  at  the  close  of  the  year,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  they  will  be  in  use,  and  house  connections  in  progress,  during 
1951. 

Extensions  to  the  main  sewers  were  carried  out  at  Thrapston, 
Ringstead  and  Great  Addington,  in  conjunction  with  the  development  of 
housing  estates. 

Drainage  for  new  housing  estates  at  Chelveston,  Duddington,  and 
Easton-on-the-Hill,  was  provided  by  the  construction  of  septic  tanks  in 
each  village. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  at  every  parish  in  the  rural  district, 
and  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Islip,  Nassing- 
ton,  Yarwell,  Warmington,  Easton-on-the-Hill,  and  King’s  Cliffe.

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Shops  and  Offices. 

The  Shops  Act,  1950,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1950, 
and  consolidated  previous  legislation. 

Sanitary  Authorities  are  required  to  enforce  the  sections  of  the  Act 
relating  to  ventilation,  conveniences,  temperature,  lighting  and  washing 
facilities. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  area  in  the  District  is  licensed  as  a  site  for  camping  purposes. 

Six  Licences  authorising  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings  are  in  opera¬ 
tion. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  this  area. 

Elementary  Schools. 

There  are  36  schools  in  use  in  the  district.  Main  water  is  available 
to  24  of  these  schools  and  19  are  connected  to  this  supply. 

A  closet  conversion  scheme  was  completed  at  Twywell  School. 
There  is  need  for  further  improvement  on  these  lines  at  other  schools  in 
the  area. 

Vermin  Infestation. 

During  the  year,  4  Council  Houses  were  treated  for  the  eradication 
of  bed  bugs. 

The  method  adopted  was  by  steam  sterilisation  of  clothing  and  bed¬ 
ding,  the  use  of  “Gammexane  Smoke”  and  the  I.C.I.  liquid  spray  L.044. 

A  permanent  arrangement  was  entered  into  with  Rushden  Urban 
District  Council,  whereby  any  necessary  steam  sterilisation  is  carried  out 
at  their  plant,  on  a  re-chargeable  basis.

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  applicants  for  housing  ac¬ 
commodation  was  611.  Of  this  total,  256  were  non-householders. 

The  total  number  of  post-war  houses  built  by  the  Council  is  228. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  73  were  also  under  construction.  In  addition, 
51  private  houses  have  been  built. 

The  repair  of  old  property  has  been  necessarily  confined  to  work  of 
an  urgent  nature.  The  disparity  between  low  rents  and  high  cost  of 
repairs  is  causing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  unfit  houses. 

No  large  scale  reconditioning  of  property  has  yet  been  commenced, 
and  the  condition  of  very  many  cottages  gives  cause  for  concern. 

Closet  conversion  schemes  were  carried  out  at  a  row  of  eight  cottages 
in  Islip,  and  two  rows  of  five  and  six  cottages  respectively  in  Brigstock. 

With  the  considerable  work  now  being  carried  out  by  the  Council  in 
extending  main  water  supplies,  the  necessity  for  adequate  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  inevitably  arises. 

At  Thorpe  Achurch,  a  private  sewage  disposal  scheme  is  under  con¬ 
struction  for  the  whole  of  the  property,  resulting  in  improved  housing 
amenities.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  such  improvements  wherever  possible.

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SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Improvements  to  food  preparing  premises  hfyve  been  confined  mainly 
to  the  provision  and  improvement  of  washing  facilities.  Structural  altera¬ 
tions  are  also  necessary  in  several  instances,  and  will  be  enforced  as 
circumstances  permit. 

Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  duties  of  the  Council  for  the 
control  of  milk  supplies  commence,  in  general,  when  milk  has  left  the  farm 
gate.  The  Council  enforces  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  in 
respect  of  milk  retailers  who  are  not  producers. 

There  are  6  distributors  registered  by  the  Council  and  75  producer- 
retailers  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

In  addition,  5  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regula¬ 
tions  have  been  issued  for  the  sale  within  the  district  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk  and  Pasteurised  Milk  heat  treated  at  Dunchurch,  Kettering,  Peter¬ 
borough  and  Wellingborough  respectively. 

No  milk  pasteurisation  plants  operate  in  this  Rural  Area. 
Examination  of  Milk. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  from  retailers  during  delivery  have  been 
submitted  at  regular  intervals  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  with  the  following  results  : —

Further  sampling  was  carried  out  in  the  case  of  adverse  reports. 
Four  milk  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  biological  ex¬ 
amination.  All  were  negative. 

Meat  Inspection. 

All  animals  intended  for  sale  for  food  in  this  area  are  slaughtered  at 
the  Rushden,  Kettering,  or  Peterborough  Abattoirs.  All  such  meat  is 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  in  these  respective  Districts.  No 
unsound  carcase  meat  has  been  offered  for  sale  in  this  Area. 

During  the  year,  1,284  pigs  were  slaughtered  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food  Self-supplier  Scheme. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry,  notification  is  given  of  licences 
issued  under  this  Scheme,  which  is  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  intended  for 
home  consumption. 

Ice-cream. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  two  premises  were  registered  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  by  the  complete 
cold-mix  method,  and  28  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

The  provisions  of  the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947, 
were  complied  with  in  all  cases. 

All  bacteriological  examinations  of  this  food  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton. 
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Preserved  Foods. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  by  the  Council  for  the  preparation 
or  manufacture  of  preserved  foods  is  19. 

Food  Adulteration. 

Duties  in  connection  with  the  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis 
as  to  composition  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

Two  samples,  one  of  milk,  and  one  of  cheese,  were  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  examination  in  connection  with  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
enquiries.  The  reports  on  both  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Food  Poisoning.

Byelaws. 


In  January,  1950,  the  Council  adopted  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, for  securing  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions 
and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food. 

These  Byelaws  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Food  in  May,  1950, 
and  came  into  operation  on  the  3rd  July,  1950. 

Unsound  Food. 

Traders  throughout  the  area  are  only  too  anxious  to  ensure  the  sale 
of  sound  food  under  good  conditions,  and  readily  avail  themselves  of 
advice  in  connection  with  suspected  foodstuffs. 

This  co-operation  has  resulted  in  the  voluntary  surrender  of  any 
food  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  no  statutory  proceedings  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  have  been  required  to  be  taken.
